Wave of Hysteria Sweeps New 
York’s East Side.

Starts Panic in One School and the 


Children Fight to Get Out, While 


'Their Parents Struggle to Get to 


Their Offspring— Mob Spreads Panic 


to Other Schools and Wild Scene 
Lasts for Over an Hour. 


New York, June IS.—One of the sud­ 
den waves of hysteria which from 
time to time swept the crowded tene­ 
ments of the East Side, tem porarily 
closed three public schools with an 
attendance of more than 4,000 pupils, 
blocked all traffic on Grand street for 
an hour, and was not quieted until 
the police reserves were called out. 
Beyond the fact that many Jewish 
parents have of late been receiving 
threatening 
letters 
demanding 
$1 
from each family on pain of having 
their children murdered, there is no 
explanation. 
First a gust of wind carried the 
tattoo of a fire engine on the gallop 
to the pentup children of a school 
that houses 2,300 pupils; the engine 
■whistled shrilly, a little girl shrieked 
in answer and in a minute the hall­ 
ways were filled with a mob of 
shrieking, fighting boys and girls, and 
panic stricken mothers from nearby 
tenements were clawing and kicking 
at the outside of the street doors.

though 
by 
prearrangement 
a 
passing 
engine 
chafed 
the 
nerves of another set of children in 
a second school. 
The rumor spread 
Through the excited, surging crowds 
that the school wras on fire. 
Before 
the crowds could get to it there was 
a shout that a third had been blown 
up by the Black Hand. Then there 
was no holding the people. 
Parents 
fought with the police for their chil­ 
dren and many were bruised in the 
scuffle. All traffic came to a stop and 
it was a long time before order was 
restored. 


SHOWS BUT LITTLE CONCERN 


Brandenburg Cheerful During Progreso 
of His Trial. 
New 
York, 
June 
18.—Broughton 
Brandenburg showed little concern as 
the state in a businesslike way con­ 
tinued its attempt to prove that tho 
article sold the New York Times for 
$500 as Grover Cleveland’s and widely 
published over the country, was a 
forgery and that Brandenburg knew 
it when he sold the article. When 
court adjourned for the day he was 
chatting cheerfully with spectators 
and apparently did not regard as dam­ 
aging the testimony of tho second day 
of his trial. 
The state introduced witnesses in 
rapid succession, first to identify the 
typewriter on which the article is said 
to have been written and the steno­ 
grapher to whom it was delivered; 
then the typewritten sheets of tho 
article itself and their correspondence 
with the published text. By testimony 
the prosecution hopes to prove that 
the article was dictated in part from 
notes and in part written in long hand 
by Brandenburg and passed over by 
him to the stenographer to transcribe 
on Aug. IO, 1908, more than a month 
after Grover Cleveland had died. 
Miss Lillian Bacon, who said she 
took Brandenburg's dictation of part 
of the article in question, told how 
Brandenburg looked over the sheets 
at her table when they were done and 
said “it is good salable stuff,” adding 
that 
it 
was 
Cleveland’s style, or 
something like that.

Showing familiarity with all avail* 
abue information on the wood pulp 
and paper schedule, Mr. Brown fre­ 
quently quoted from various authori­ 
ties to sustain his contention that 
wood pulp and print paper are both 
produced iii the United States wTith 
cheaper labor and cheaper materials, 
resulting in a cheaper product than 
can be obtained in the Dominion of

Fairfield, 111., June 18.—As a result 
of a fight between certain young men 
of this city and members of the band 
in a theatrical company, Dr. Charles 
Ij. Leininger, veterinary and secretary 
of the Wayne County Fair association, 
is dead at his home here with a bul­ 
let hole in his heart. 
Frank McCullough is dying with a 
gunshot wound in his abdomen. 
Richard Sloan is shot through the 
thigh. 
Herbert Orrin Pinnick of French 
Lick Springs, Ind., a member of the 
theatrical company, is in jail. 
Members of the company had been 
paying court to some of Fairfield’s 
girls against the protest of local young 
men. Last week Pinnick was assault­ 
ed. Three men again attacked Pin­ 
nick. The shooting followed and Dr. 
Leininger 
fell 
dead. Pinnick 
tele­ 
phoned to the sheriff to corno and ar­ 
rest him. 
At the coroner’s inquest a number 
of witnesses testified to seeing the 
Fairfield men follow Pinnick. 
The in­ 
quest has adjourned until the arrival 
of Pinnick’s relatives. 


BUNKER HILL CELEBRATION 


Hampton Roads, Va., June 18.—With 
the steaming out of the harbor today 
of the sixteen battleships commanded 
by Rear Admiral Seaton Schroeder, 
the summer maneuvers of the main 
portion of the battle fleet of the Unit­ 
ed States began. 
From now until the middle of Au­ 
gust, with the exception of a break in 
the programme for the celebration of 
Independence day, the officers and 
men wil be kept busily engaged at 
drilling on the waters of the Atlantic. 
The vessels will remain on the 
southern drill grounds, south of the 
entrance to Chesapeake bay, for the 
summer maneuvers, until July 2, writh 
the exception of five days to be spent 
in coaling and taking on provisions. 
Following their arduous labor will 
come the Fourth of July rest, for 
which the vessels will disperse to dif­ 
ferent parts of the coast. 
The fleet 
will be reunited 
at 
Provincetown, 
Mass., on July IO. 
The fleet’s pro­ 
gramme at Provincetown includes a 
review by President Taft 
The practice work of the fleet will 
continue at Provincetown until the 
vessels sail for Hampton Roads, where 
they will arrive on Aug. 9. 
All the 
ships will coal there and on Aug. 14 
proceed once more to the southern drill 
grounds, where the record target prac­ 
tice will begin on Aug. 16 and con­ 
tinue until all of the vessels have fin­ 
ished their work. 
Battle target prac­ 
tice then will begin. W ith the battle­ 
ships in the maneuvers will be four 
submarine boats and a dozen torpedo 
boats, as well as other vessels. 


Recalls the Battle Itself by Its List 
. of Injured.

list

maimed and injured in the Bunker 
Hill celebration here made vivid the 
bloody record of the actual battle of 
134 years ago. Sixty-five persons were 
treated at the hospitals of Boston and 
vicinity for injuries caused by fire­ 
works and pistols and many more 
were attended by physicians and oth­ 
ers at their homes. There were no 
serious casualties. 
Charlestowrn’s great day closed with 
an electrical pageant which exceeded 
in beauty and elaborateness any pre­ 
vious exhibition of the kind.

British Steamer Fired Upon by Rus­ 
sian Warship. 
Stockholm, June 18.—Dispatches re­ 
ceived here from Helsingfors confirm 
the news that the British steamer 
Woodburn of Newcastle was fired up­ 
on by a vessel of the Russian squad­ 
ron in Pitkipas bay, the rendezvous 
of Emperor Nicholas and Emperor 
William. 
The first was a blank charge, but 
this was followed a few seconds later 
by two shells. Portions of the shells 
penetrated the bulkheads and the 
boiler of the Woodburn. The engineer 
of the steamer was wounded in the 
leg and was taken aboard the Russian 
cruiser Asia, where his wounds were 
dressed. 
Later the injured man was 
conveyed to a hospital at Viborg. 
After making repairs the Woodburn 
sailed for her home port.

San Francisco, June 18.—Francis 
J. Heney has half completed his clos­ 
ing argument for the prosecution in 
the case of Patrick Calhoun, charged 
with bribery. 
In his address Prosecutor Heney ad­ 
m itted having an ambition to become 
district attorney under the new admin­ 
istration in San Francisco, lie also 
outlined the theory of the prosecu­ 
tion designed to connect the president 
of the United Railroads with the ac­ 
cusation of bribery that has served 
as the basis of a five-months’ trial.

INVENTION GOOD 


Railway Age Gazette Speaks In 
High Terms of Hose Coup­ 
ler Attaching Device 


ARTICLE IS WELL ILLUSTRATED 


Machine is the Invention of D. 
K. Fullerton, A. Ousdahl and 
Erick Kronberg 


The Railway Age Gazette, of New 
York in its issue of June lith, gives a 
good illustrated writeup of the machine 
for attaching couplers to air brake hose 
in use in the Brainerd shops, and which 
is the invention of Messrs. Fullerton, 
Ousdahl and Kronberg. Through the 
courtesy of that publication the Dis­ 
patch is enabled to reproduce the illus­ 
trations as well as the article. 
The machine for inserting couplings 
and nipples in air hose here illustrated 


by two springs bearing on its top, one 
at each end, which are riveted to brack­ 
ets secured to the cylinder. The yoke 
and jaws may be removed readily by 
withdrawing the former from under 
these springs. 
In addition to the hold­ 
ing jaws just mentioned, expanding 
jaws are provided at each end of the 
cylinder for holding the ends of the 
hose. These are connected to the cylin­ 
der by springs which allow the end of 
the hose to expand as the fitting is 
forced in. 
The hose is firmly clamped during the 
operation by an arm at each end of the 
cylinder, pivotally mounted on the same 
brackets to which the yoke-holding 
springs are riveted. The short end of 
this arm bears upon a block resting on 
the jaw and secured to the yoke. The 
long end of the clamping arm is raised 
and lowered by a short arm secured to 
a dog mounted on the back of the air- 
hose cylinder and actuated by a suit­ 
able shoulder on the rack-bar. All of 
this is plainly shown in the sectional 
, views of the device. 
The cylinder is rotated by the verti­ 
cal rack-bar at the back of the machine, 
which is moved by an air cylinder be­ 
neath the machine. The initial upward 
movement of this bar locks or clamps

also the necessary dogs and pawls are

The mechanism for clamping and in­ 
serting the fittings is plainly shown by 
the illustrations. The parts for the 
nipples and for the couplings are sub­ 
stantially alike. The carriage on which 
the clamp is mounted is moved by levers 
from the air cylinder so that it will ad­ 
vance and insert the fitting as the 
cylinder, and therefore the hose, is ro­ 
tated by the rising 
rack-bar.
